Sirs: In consequence of the absence of the- regularly hppointed Sec- 
retary of the Territory, and being without instructions as to the manner 
of rendering available the appropriation granted to this Territory by the 
Congress of the United States, and the pressing wants of this govern- 
ment, in order to pay the current expenses daily occurring, it is respect- 
fully suggested that the Legislative Assembly authorize a committee to 
negociate a loan of ten thousand dollars. 

It is not supposed it will be necessary to retain the loan recommended. 
more than a.month or two at farthest, as we are daily expecting the ar- 
rival of the Secretary of the Territory. | . i

To the Legislative Assembly: 


In compliance with written requests addressed to the late Auditor of 
Public Accounts and the Treasurer of the Territory, the accompanying 
reports have been laid before me, and are transmitted to the house of 
representatives for the information of the Legislative Assembly. .These 
reports show that a larger amount than was hecessary to support the 
Territorial government has been collected and paid into the treasury. 

The vicisitudes to which our political existence has been subjected for 
a few years past, has prevented the adoption of an equitable system of 
taxation, and to the same cause may be attributed the want of a proper 
system of collecting and disbursing the revenues of the Territory. 

The reports show that defalcations have ocenrred, frauds have been 
committed; that a better system of collecting and disbursing should be 
devised; and notwithstanding the frauds and defaleations, more maney 
has been paid into the treasury than was required to sustain the Terri- 
torial government as heretofore organized. 

I transmit also a report made by Richard Owens, Auditor, Charles - 
Blumber, Treasurer, and Hon. Joab Houghton, commissioners appointed 
by Col. Munro, late civil ånd military Governor of this Territory, show- 
oe that $1 2,098 64 have been paid ont of the Territorivl treasury to 
officers that the Kearney code provided should be paid by the govern- 
ment of the United States. A critical examination of the accompanying 
documents will bring to light various irregularities and discrepancies 
that may be expiained. The recommendation of the Auditor, in refer- 
ence to frauds and delaleations, is entitled to consideration,

“The Pueblo Indians prescit a sureious and interesting problem; but 
I am disposed, for the reasons given by you, to think that the course of 
policy which you recommend shall be pursued towards them, the best, 
at least for the present, and if you can negotiate a treaty with them 
upon the general principles you suggest, you are authorized to do so, 
unless you think it advisabie to await the appointment of the contem- 
plated commissioners. oe 


“This would probably be the hest course unless you are of'the opinion. 


that earlier action is required, in consequence of the embarrassing ques- 
tions that are continually arising between the pueblos andthe whites, 
and constant liability of difficulties of a sericus character being caused 
by them.” 

Under this authority, during the month of July last, immediately after 
its receipt, thirteen treaties were neeotiated with the Pueblo Indians of 
Santa Clara, Tesuqve, Kamhé, Sento Domingo, Jemez, San Felipe, Co- 
chiti, San Ndefeuso, Manta Ane, C'a, Zeli, Sandia and Taos. 

These treatics were recardcd es neeessary at that time to prevent 
“clifficulties of a serious character,” and in connection with an address 
issued by Col, Munroe, the then Governor of this Territory, and the un- 
dersigned as Indian agent, disorders were prevented. A copy of the 
address accompanies this communication.

TO THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 
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To the Legislative Assembly: 


You have assembled for the grave and important purpose of legislating 
for the people of New Mexico, and upon the result of your deliberations, 
under the guidance of that providence who watches the poor sparrow, | 
their future happiness and prosperity mainly depend. It is at all times 
a delicate task to originate a government suited to the wants of the 
governed, but it is infinitely more difficult when long established customs 
must suddenly yield to stern necessity or the usages of a more enlightened ` 
— age, and a new government must supersede the one previously existing. 

There is no effort more difficult than to unlearn early inculcations, 
strengthened by years of endurance of wrongs perpetrated upon our 
natural rights. , 

This is now to be effected, and the people have secured rights too 
long withheld. The popular idea that the people are capable of self- 
government, is now advocated in every land where the voice of civilized 
man is heard. 
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The vicisitudes to which the people of this Territory have been sub- 
jected will lend a painful interest to the page which correctly records the 
history of New Mexico, to be beautifully and gloriously relieved by the 
- beneficent, enlightening and invigorating results that are to flow from 
the wise and sagacious councils of the first Legislature, assembled by 
virtue of the constitution of the United States of America, under the 
Organic law specially authorizing the formation of a territorial govern- 
ment. Heretofore, in many instances, it is believed, the governed in 
New Mexico have submitted to civil and military decrees suggested, 
frequently, by caprice and other motives, without reicrence to the puk- 
lic weal, The decrees of to-day were not necessarily the laws of the en- 
suing day, hence the anomalous and contradictory character of judicial 
and other proceedings in this Territory. The will of one man has dis- 
posed of your persons and property. 

At length a glorious change has occurred. Military sway aid dicta- 
tion, and civil despotism have retired before the genial influence of re- 
publican institution, and upon you is devolved the high responsibility 
of framing such laws as will secure the just ends of a representative gov- 
ernment, restrained only by the limitations of the paramount law of “the 
land, the constitution of the United Stat tes, and the Organic Law passed 
during the ist session of the 31st Congress, and approved by Millard 
Fillmore, President of the United States, on the 9th day of September, 
1850. Withont a due knowledge of these i important documents, it will 
be impossible to observe the injunctions therein contained; they are 
herewith transmitted, and are our only guides in the dischar ge of our 
respective duties. Where these do not restrain your action, the bound- 
less field of legislation is open to your discretion and judgment. 

In arranging the counties and districts for the election of members of 
’ the Legislative Assembly, I adopted the counties as hitherto understood 
in this Territory, with the exception of Valencia county, and that 
county I divided as indicated by a legislative body who assembled in 
this city on the first day of July, 1850. 

In dividing Valencia county, I had not sufficient data to authorize 
‘me to give to the residents south of the Jornada a separate county. 

But. it is evident, in organizing counties, they should be so arranged 
as to accomplish the objects designed- by organizing communities. I 
recommend that all-that portion of Socorro county which lies south of 
a line running due cast and west ten miles north of Santa Barbara, shall 
be organized as a new county. It is manifestly unjust to bring the peo- 
ple of that section across the Jornada for the purpose of attending 
courts, either as plaintifs, defendants, jurors or witnesses, Tt would be 
ruinous to small estates, if administrators, executors, and others interest- 
ed should be required fo cross the Jornada to attend probate courts. 
It is proper here to remind you if this new county is accorded, it may 
be necessary to make some provision for the protection of district judges, 
and others, in crossing the Jornada for the purpose of holding courts in 
the proposed new county. 

The accompanying table, No. 1, will show you the population of each 
county, the aggregate population of the Territory, Indians excepted,’ the 
ratio of population, the number of members assigned to each district 
and county, and the fractional population apparently unrepresented, 
To the counties and districts having the largest fractional surplus of 
population, were assigned additional councillors and representatives, so 
as to make up the representation authorized by the organic law. 

The arranging of the counties and districts, and apportioning the 
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representation in the several counties and districts, the ordering of the 
elections for members for this Legislative Assembly, and the calling of 
you together this day and in this place, have been done in accordance 
with the authority vested in me by the organic law granted to the Ter- 
ritory by the Congress of the United States. Hereafter, with the ex- 
ception of the first election for delegate to Congress, the time, place, 
and manner of holding and conducting all elections by the people, and 
the apportioning the representation in the several counties and districts 
to the council and house of representatives according to the population, 
the aforesaid, Organic Law declares, shall be prescribed by law, as well 
as the day of commencement of the regular session of the Legislative 
_ Assembly, provided, that no one session shall exceed the term of forty 
days. This is devolved upon yon. | 

The 6th section of the Organic Law prescribes the qualifications of 
voters at the first election, the qualifications that gave to you the seats 
you now occupy, but the qualifications of voters and of holding office at 
all subsequent elections shall be such as shall be prescribed by the Le- 
gislative Assembly; provided, that the right of suffrage and of holding 
office shall be exercised only by citizens of the United States, including 
‘those recognized gs citizens by the Treaty with the Republic of Mexico, 
‘concluded February second, eighteen hundred and forty-eight. 

The qualifications of voters and of holding office should receive early 
consideration. It frequently happens that mere sojourners in a country 
where the law is not controlling, effect as much importance at the bal- 
lot-box, as the resident citizen who alone is to be effected by the result 
of popular elections. It is manifestly unjust that strangers temporarily 
residing. in your midst should assume to interfere in the elections of the 
agents which you must, from time to time, select to conduct the affairs 
of the people. There is nothing more corrupting or dangerous to the 
_ liberties of the people, than frauds committed under the assumed guise 
of personal rights. Allow me to say, it is our solemn duty so to guard 
the rights of our citizens, that is, the people of the Territory, that their 
‘own votes shall reflect their own purposes. Hence the necessity of 
stringent laws upon this subject, and that the penalties you prescribe 
for frauds committed at the hallot-box, whether as voters or managers, 
should be severe and summarily enforced. The remedy is in your hands, 
and I again earnestly recommend you to apply it, giving to the sojour- 
ner his entire due, and protecting the citizen in the full enjoyment of all 
his rights. 

I suggest the propriety of a law which shall require each voter to re- 
gister his name prior to an election. Such alaw will be useful in this 
Territory, and prevent many of the frauds that cannot be avoided other- 
wise, 

It is also made the duty of the Legislative Assembly at their first, or 
any subsequent, session, to organize three judicial districts, and assign 
the judges who may be appointed for said 'Territory, to the several dis- 
tricts, and also appoint the times and places for holding, the courts in 
the several counties or subdivisions in each of said judicial districts. 
Until otherwise provided by law, the Governor is clothed with the au- 
thority to exercise the powers enumerated in this paragraph. 13th and 
16th sections of the Organic Law. | 
' ‘In order to guard, as much as possible, against delays in our courts 
of justice, and to remedy the inconveniences that might otherwise result 
by the absence of our circuit judges, who may be expected at an early 
day, I suggest the propriety of giving temporarily, to judges of probate 
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criminal and civil jurisdiction to such extent as your wisdom may ap- 
prove. If deemed advisable, it might be well to provide for the imme- 
diate transfer of grave and intricate cases to the appropriate tribunal so 
soon as our judges arrive. In cases of offenses where capital punishments 
are authorized, and the title to real estate are concerned, I do not ad- 


_ vise that jurisdiction over such cases shall be given to probate courts. 


The legislative power of the Territory extends to all rightful subjects 
of legislation consistent with the constitution of the United States and 
the provisions of the Organic law, but the Legislature has no authority 
to pass a law interfering with the primary disposition of the soil, nor 
impose a tax upon the property of the United States, nor tax the lands 
or other property of non-residents higher than similar property of resi- 
dents. See section 7. 

The importance of guarding our legislative action and conforming to 
the requirements of the constitution of the United States and the or- 
ganic law giving us‘a territorial existence, will justify me, I trust, in the 
judgment of the Council and House of Representatives in urging a care- 
ful consideration of every section of the’ aforesaid constitution and or- 
ganic law. l : 

Provisions must be made for the appointment or election of the va- 
rious county- officers which you may deem necessary for the proper con- 
duct of our territorial interests, their respective duties should be care- 
fully defined, and their compensation and fees should be distinctly fixed 
by law, so as to avoid the possibility of doubt, fraud or imposition upon 
the ignorant. 3 

To your judgment is submitted the proper limitations of the several 
courts provided for, both appellate and original. Justices of the peace 
cannot have jurisdiction of any matter in controversy when the title or 
boundaries of land may be in dispute, or where the sum or debt claimed 
shall exceed one hundred dollars. It is your duty to prescribe the re- 
gulations under which writs of error, bills of exception and appeals shall 
be taken up to appelate tribunals. 

Whether the probate judges ‘should have jurisdiction béyond what 
usually pertains to his official position, such as managing or supervising 
the conduct of others in the management of the estates of deceased per- 
sons, having proper care taken of orphans and their respective claims to 
estates, providing for the poor, the blind, the deaf, the dumb, and the 
lunatic, causing the “highways, canals and acequias to be kept in good 
repair, and taking care of the public health generally, you will deter- 
mine. , i 
If you deem it advisable to confer upon this court civil and criminal 
jurisdiction, it is important to prescribe by law a jurisdictional limit. 

The extent of the criminal jurisdiction of the courts of justices of the 
peace, should also be defined. If they are allowed other than committing 
powers, I respectfully submit they should be confined to small larcenies 
and disorders, whether in our roads or other places. In all cases to 
which you may attach heavy penalties, I think it advisable to allow 
them committing powers only; but in cases of petit larcenies and disor- 
ders where summary punishment shall be authorized, the quict of society 
may demand the conferring of such authority upon justices of the peace. 
Idlers without means, and vagabonds who live by stealing, should Dex 
made to labor for themselves or the public. Tn all cases before the 
courts of probate judges and justices of the peace, appeals should be al- 
lowed under such regulations as you may preserihe by law. 

Crimes should receive such condign and prompt punishment as to, de 
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ter offenders, hence I suggest the propriety of special criminal terms as 
frequently as a proper convenience to the people and public officers will 
permit, A large class of offenders are held in duress at the expense of 
the people, and it is a subject worthy of consideration, how far this may 
be remedied. Frequent criminal terms may, to some extent, lessen the 
weight of taxation which the people must pay to support criminals. But 
may it not be entirely remedicd by a wise system of involuntary labor 
required of criminals, without competing with the industrial pursuits of 
the honest laborer of the Territory? This subject will, doubtless, claim 
your consideration. ' 

Humanity shudders at the thought of capital punishments, but I am 
not prepared to recommend their entire abolition at this time. The day 
is near at hand, I trust, when you will be prepared to substitute an ef- 
fective remedy for such punishments. But time and means are necessary 
to perfect a system, which the oldest and wisest governments have not 
yet fully attained. Jf the Legislature shall desire to establish a peni- 
tentiary system, an appeal to the generosity of Congress might secure 
_ an appropriation for that purpose. 

In this connection I suggest, for your consideration, the propriety of 
prescribing by law the regulations under which pardons may be granted. 
The subject of commuting punishments is an important one, which I 
commend to your consideration. 

There is no subject more difficult of adjustment than that of taxation. 
The common sense of all mankind unite in declaring that all exactions 
for the support of governments should be borne alike, having a just re- 
gard to the means of each individual, by the people residing and receiv- 
ing protection from the government where they are pleased to reside. 
Upon every pursuit and occupation let equal exactions be required, and 
there can be no oppression of which a just man should complain. 

The amount of taxation which may be necessary to support the ter- 
ritorial government, will depend entirely upon your legislation. Not 
one cent beyond the just wants of the government should be collected, 
and the most rigid economy should be practised. The liberality of the 
government of the United States has granted to our Territory the ac- 
companying appropriations, Table No. 2. 

Whatever may be necessary beyond those appropriations, your wis- 
dom will provide. Taxes for county purposes must also be authorized, 
under such restrictions as you may adjudge discreet. l 

Town corporations I regard as important auxiliaries in the preserva- 
tion of public order and decency. To sustain their authorities, certain 
powers to create a revenue must be conferred upon them. How far li- 
censes for gambling, peddling, dramshops, exhibitions, fandangos, auc- 
tions and trading generally, should be taxed for territorial, county and. 
town corporation purposes, is for your determination. 
gambling, it has been suggested to me, that a prohibitory act, under a 
scale of fines, would create a greater revenue than the system of granting 
licenses. : 

The serious evils of gambling are daily seen, and if it could be accom- 
plished, its entire prohibition would contribute immensely to the peace 
and happiness of society. 

Whatever you may authorize county or town corporations to do, 
should be clearly and distinctly defined by law. 

The subject of education will not fail to command a full share of your 
consideration. Unless the people are educated and enlightened, you may 
in vain expect a sound morality to prevail, cither in public or private 
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life. A government in which ignorance and vice prevail, can neither be 
stable nor prosperous, and you, as sages in council, should lay the cor- 
ner stones of sure foundations upon which to build edifices from whence 
the youth of the Territory may acquire light and knowlege, and be pre- 
pared to take your places after you shall have been gathered to your 
Father. l 

I regard it as important to establish female seminarics, as to educate 
the sons of New Mexico. Unless our females are wise and virtuous, 
there can be no refinement in society, and men will imbrute themselves. 
Every interest. of society demands that a proper system of education - 
should be established without delay. 

The provisions made by’ Congress for schools in this Territory are ut- 
terly inadequate. It is true, we have beautiful and rieh valleys, and 
our mountains abound in minerals, but, as yet, the value of these mine- — 
rals is a mere matter of conjecture, and cannot be determined until se- 
curity to persons and property is afforded. The singular topography of 
New Mexico is not well understood abroad. Congress has recorded to 
us the 16th and 36th sections in each township when the lands shall be 
surveyed, and it was doubtless supposed that the same liberality was ex- 
tended to this Territory that had been .granted to others. So soon as 
Congress becomes more intimately acquainted with the peeuliar forma- 
tion of the surfaée of this Territory, and ascertains the fact that a vast 
majority of its area is covered by rugged and inaccessible mountains, 
perhaps wholly valucless, it is not doubted other provisions will be sub- 
stituted or added to this‘well purposed grant. Upon this subject I re- 
commend you to memorialize Congress, and respectfully ask for such an 
appropriation as will be equal to what hasbeen granted to other Ter- 
ritories for schools. 

Nothing so surely contributes to a sound morality as the means to 
supply our necessary wants, so as to avoid that dependence which, but 
too often, annihilates the innate virtue vouchsafed to us by the Father 
of our existence. Dependence and degradation are inseperable, and - 
poison the very foundations of honesty, truth and virtue. If these as- 
sumptions be true, should not wise legislators seek to remedy the evils 
consequent upon poverty? This, it is admitted, is a wonderful age, and 
utilitarians are abroad in every land, and, the most impracticable systems 
are devised and vehemently pressed for public acceptance. Many of 
these are the-hallucinations of an overwrought philanthropy, and evoke, 
perhaps, the just ridicule of reflecting individuals. I apprehénd, howev- 
er, there is no suggestion, it matters not- how impracticable, that does 
not answer some useful purpose. Thought begets thought, and the 
grossest absurdities suggest great and important improvements. The 
proudest monuments yet erected by the philanthropic sage, for the pro- 
tection of the wives, daughters, and children of the present age, are to 
be seen in the laws which secure to families homestead exemptions. 

This heaven-born principle, adopted as it is by almost every State and 
Territory of the United States, occupies a portion of the brightest pages 
of the just laws of a wise people. . This subject is commended to your 
favor by every principle of morality and humanity. Let us, at the yery 
commencement of our career in self-government, take special care of the 
weak and innocent, and secure to them the means of an honest and vir- 
tuous indepéndence, the surest shield of probity and morality. 

Domestic relations, such as marriages, divorces, descent of property, 
and other subjects, which will readily occur to you, are objects of the, 
greatest conceru,to the people of all countries, and it is not doubted that 
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wise legislation in reference to these various subjects, will have the hap- 
piest effect upon the future prosperity of New Mexico. 

The relations between masters and peons should be distinctly defined, 
and each should understand their respective obligations, and appropriate 
remedies for a violation of them, upon the part of either, should be pro- 
vided. 

Free negroes are regarded as nuisances in every State and Territory in 
the Union, and where they are tolerated, society is most degraded, I 
trust the Legislature will pass a law that will prevent their entrance into 
this Territory. The disgusting degradation to which society is subjected 
by their presence, is obvious to all, and demands a prohibitory act of the 
severest character. | 

The farming interests of this Territory require special legislation, in 
order that the industrious may reap a due reward for their labor, A just 
system of irrigation is demanded, and the proper dispo al of animals du- 
ring the seasons for cultivating the soil, should be prescribed by law.— 
A law requiring the record of marks and brands of animals, and the man- 
mer in which euch animals may be legally transferred, is certainly neces: 
sary. 

The subject of weights and measures requires legislation; and severe 
` penalties should be inflicted upon those who practice deceits upon the 

ignorant and unsuspecting. 

The uncertain tenure by which landed property is held, is a source of 
great irritation in this Territory, and some remedy for this incubus upon 
our prosperity should be immediately applied. 

There is landed property in this Territory of some value, the titles to 
whieh are not distinctly affirmed. ven the titles to the palace and the 
adjacent grounds north of it, and other property in Santa Fé, are ques- 
tioned by individuals, some contending that the property is legally owned 
by the United States, and others affirming that it belongs to the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico. ‘The liberality of the Government of the United 
States, if properly appealed to, will, without doubt, relinquish any prob- 
able right which that Government may be supposed to have to such 
property, to the Territory of New Mexico. 

There is certain property in this city, said to be claimed by the Cath- 
olic Church, which, a few ycars ago, was seized, and has since been used 
by authority of the Military Government which has heretofore controlled 
this Territory. It has been suggested that the Territory has a claim to 
this property; others assert that it rightfully belongs to the government 
of the United States. It is perfectly evident that the military church in 
this city was designed for the use of the catholic clergy, in their minis- 
trations with the military community and others, and it appears to me 
that the Legislature should not hesitate a moment in restoring the 
church property here alluded to, to those who should rightfully enter it 
for the purpose of administering the rites of the catholic church. This 
may be accomplished by an act of the Legislature. I further recom- 
mend the Legislature to memorialize Congress on this subject, and ask 
that body to relinquish all claim they may possess, to the catholic cler- 
gy, now resident in this Territory. ‘Chis course, I conceive, will be just 
and proper, and will avoid all litigation, and quiet annoyances that may 
not be otherwise escaped. 2 

If the prosperity of this Territory was less dependant upon an early 
and liberal disposition of the public lands belonging to the United States, 
the propriety of alluding to the subject might be somewhat questionable. 
There are but few, if one, who can tell you which are public or private 
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lands, and it is quite important to have such questions settled. Unless 
this country is thoroughly explored, the value of the public lands can 
never be known. It is hoped and believed it will be surveyed and put 
upon the market at an early. day. Before this can be accomplished, the 
wild Indians around us must be subjected to proper restraints. 

That class of the population of this Territory who have retained the 

title and rights of Mexican citizens, should be incorporated and regarded 
as a part and portion of the political community of New Mexico. Many 
of these people were misled and precipitated into the act, which seems to 
have been an election to retain the character of Mexican citizens. But 
it is not believed that, that legal formality has been observed, in the 
supposed election, which should deprive this class of the population of 
the rights and privileges which pertain to those who were not misled. 
The Congress or the Judiciary of the United States, only, can remedy 
this matter. We all know that many of the most’ intelligent, virtuous, 
and wealthy citizens residing in New Mexico, regret the indiscretions 
which have placed them in a false position. They rank with the very 
best citizens of the Territory, and none are more patriotic and devoted 
to the interests of our now common country. From the foregoing state- 
ment, you will readily conclude, and justly too, that I am fully prepared 
to recommend to you such action as will tend to permit each and every 
one of them to become citizens of this Territory if it shall be their pleas- 
ure to do so, 
- To accomplish this end, I recommend the Legislature to call the at- 
tention of the Government of the United States to this subject, and sub- 
mit to the Congress of the Union, the propriety of passing a law, author- 
izing in a plain and simple way, a process by which these excellent citi- 
-zens may become a part and parcel of the people of New Mexico, enti- 
tled to all the rights and privileges of the more fortunate. The merito- 
rious character of this class of our resident population, authorizes me to 
urge this matter to your favorable consideration. 

There is not a more difficult problem arising in this Territory than 
that of a proper disposition of our Pueblo friends. What should we do 
with them? They are here in our midst, surrounded by our New Mexi- 
can population, without authority to mingle in our political affairs.— 
These people, however, must necessarily have the same protection that 
is afforded to the most favored. It is a well known fact, that they own 
portions of the richest valley lands in this Territory, and why should 
they be exempt from paying a just proportion of the taxes which must 
be raised to support the Territorial government? Concede this point, 
and another question necessarily arises. They are tax-paying residents, 
but aliens, and are you prepared to elevate them to full fellowship? I 
cannot recommend such an union. But it is inevitable, they must be 
slaves (dependents), equals, or an early removal to a better location for 
them and our own people, must occur. This subject is one of vast im- 
port, and chould be well considered; and, if you agree with me, Congress 
should be memorialized in relation to the position which you may be 
pleased to assign to them. Itis perhaps advisable to pass an act, au- 
thorizing the extension of the laws of the Territory over the Pueblo In- 
dians within its borders, postponing their extension to such period as 
may be necessary to consult the Government of the United States in ref. 
erence to the policy to be pursucd with these Indians. - That policy 
should not be disturbed. In the meantime, however, I recommend that 
if any one, or more, of the Pueblos, should manifest a desire to abandon 
their separate existence, as a people, that the laws of the Territory be 
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immediately extended over them, under such regulations as you may pre- 
seribe. 

The wild Indians who encircle New Mexico, and who commit their 
murders and depredations, and seize captives immediately in the vicinity 
of our towns and ranchos, must be brought into proper subjection, or ex- 
terminated. Their daring and impudence are equalled only by their suc- 
cess in their butcheries aud devastation and desecrations, In order to 
be able to defend our firesides, and protect the persons and property of 
the Territory, an efficient military system should be adopted, and muni- 
tions of war procured. Volunteer associations are objects of special re- 
gard in the States and Territories, and I recommend you to encourage 
such associations, as the surest defence against outbreaks either at home 
or abroad. Tne Government of the United States will take care to pro- 
tect the interests of this Territory, to the same extent that other por- 
tions of the Union are protected. Our isolation causes delays that are 
to be regretted, but in a very short period we may expect that ample 
protection of which the American family may proudly boast. 

The heavy losses to which the people of this Territory have been sub- 
jected, by reason of the inadequate protection afforded them, should re- 
ceive consideration, and the subject should be laid before the Congress 
of the United States, for such action as justice may dictate. 

Past defalcations and recreancies of public officers should admonish 
theLegislature to guard for the future the public monies, and provide 
suitable penalties for all officers who shall abuse their public trust.— 
Whether such officers should be permitted the right of suffrage and of 
holding office, subsequent to a conviction for embezzlement, or conniving 
at an embezzlement, or.a premeditated official wrong against an individ- 
ual or the Territory, may well be doabted, and the subject of this para- 
graph is submitted to your judgment. | 

It will be necessary for you to give some instructions in reference to 
present defaulters. The extent of their defaications is not known, which 
it is important to ascertain and recover, if possible; and if such officers 
cannot be otherwise punished, let them be held up for publie reprehen- 
sion. 

The various laws which you may pass requiring o, and a 
contingent, fund, will doubtless be provided for in your tax and appro- 
priation bills, By the latter clause of the 12th section of the organic 
law, you will perceive what provisions the Congress of the United States 

are ‘pound to make to defray e <penditures for contingencies, the expen- 
ses of the Legislative Assembly, the printing of the laws, and other in- 
cidental expenses. 

Table No. 2, shows the appropriations made by Congress on the 30th 
September, 1850, for this Territory, and the objects to which the funds 
are applicable. 

Before ordering elections for the Legislature, I was required to have 
the census of the Territory taken, For the counties of Taos, Rio-Arri- 
ba, Santa Fé, San Miguel, Santa Ana, and Bernalillo, I appointed one 
individual only for each county. I appointed 1 three for Valencia. I re- 
commend you to make liberal appropriations for the payment of the in- 
dividuals who discharged the services required of them by my appoint- 
ment. 

The fiscal condition of the T aay will be laid before you at an car- 
ly day. 

By the 13th section of the organic law, it is “made the duty of the 

LL 
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„Legislative Assembly, and the Governor, as soon as they shall deem it 
expedient, to locate and establish the seat of Government for the Terri- 
ritory of New Mexico, at such'place as they may deem eligible, which 
may be in like manner changed. 

We should be cautious in Tocating aud establishing the seat of Gov- 
ernment. There should exist no doubt ux io the soundness of our r uilo 
to the grounds upon which we may desire to build, 

Tf youfshould determine to allow the scat of government to remain in 
Santa Fé, and continue to use the Palace, if must be thoroughly repair- 
. ed and remodelled. here is not a room in it that does not require re- 
pairs. I respectfully invite you to examine the entire building aud adja- 
cent grounds. 

The archives of the Territory are exposed, and in an unsafe deposito- 
ry, and until you authorize a hight g euard, or such improvements as will 
make them safe, they are in danger ‘ol bein g destroyed. 

The palace, and the adjacent 2 grounds north of it, 1 am perfectly salis- 
fied, from the investigations I have made, were desig ned for the use of 
the civil government “of the Territory of New Mexic ‘o, and ought now to 
be in its possession. J bave not hecn able to find the title deeds or 
grants for the property. The oldest inhabitants unite in dcclarive that 
when the military and civil powers were not united in the same person, 
the civil outhorities controlled the property. The Exceutive office, the 
Secretary’s office, and the residence of the civil Governor. have ies 
uniformly, in the palace. The greater portion of the ground, and a part 
of the palace, are now in the possession of the military authority of the 
United States, and my application to the commanding officer of the de- 
partment, that certain rooms occupied as an office by the A. A. A. Gen- 
eral, miglit be vacated, was not acceded to.> I have therefore been com- 
pelled, at a heavy expenditure, to remove to other quarters, in order to 
make room for the sitting of the Legislature. 

Whether this property r belongs to the Government of the Unite o 
or to the Territory of New Mexico, is a question to be settled, in part, 
elsewhere. But there can be no reasonable doubt as to the rightful 0C- 
cupant, pending the adjudication. That the liberality of the government 
of the United States will be manifested in relinquishing to this Territory 
all the right and title which that gévernment has acquired in this pr T 
erty, is searcely to be questioned. 

In conclusion, allow me to say to you, Councillors and Repre esentatives, 
that it is my intention, at all times, and in all places, to exercise my 
soundest judgment, and to use my best efforts, to promote the happiness 
and prosperity of the people of New Mexico, and you may confidently 
rely upon my hearty codperation with you in the discharge of the impor- 
tant duties with which we are entrusted.

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_¢ Execurrve DEPARTMENT, 
Santa Fé, June 19, 1851. 


To the House of Representative: 


In answer to your resolution requesting me to lay before you, “all the 
information in my possession, the publication of which may not be incom- 
patible with the public interest, in regard to a rumored insurrection of 
the citizens of Taos, and the hostility of the Utah and Apache Indians.” 
I have the honor to transmit to you a copy of a letter addressed to me 
by the Hon. Charles Beaubien, it being the only intelligence of record 
which has come to my knowledge npon this subject.. Various rumors 
have reached me during the past and present week, of personal conflicts 
and the destruction of property at and near Taos; concerning which I 
have caused diligent enquiries to be instituted, and so far, they have pro- 
ven to be mischievous misrepresentations, evidently designed to disturb 
the public tranquility. Immediately on the recept of Judge Beaubien’s 
letter, it was laid before Col. Munroe the military commanding officer of 
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this department, who promptly acceded to a suggestion contained in said 
letter, and on the 15th of this month Maj. H. L. Kendrick moved from 
this city to Taos with a company of U.S. Artillery. The Judge of Pro- 
bate of the county of Taos bas been directed to call to his assistance such 
civil officers of the county as he may deem advisable, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the foundations of the ramors. and ferreting out the persons 
guilty of an attempt to cause the public quiet to be disturbed. I regret 
to say the mischievously purposed are not confined to Taos. In Santa 
Fé, and othe: places, it is known that individuals have exerted their in- 
fluence to excite the Pueblo Indians to insurrection, by circulating among 
them falschoods of the most scandalous character. 


During the past three days a large number of Pueblo Indians have 
been to this superintendency for consultation, and confirm the foregoing 
statements. I discovered no reason to believe that they had been disaf- 
fected for a moment. They remained in council during the entire day of 
yesterday, and after night delivered their final determination, in the hand 
writing of the president of the council, a copy of which I transmit to you, 
with the original, for your inspection, which I pray may be returned to 
this office. They parted with me this morning apparently perfectly sat- 
isfied, and I have no reason to apprehend an outbreak from the Pueblo 
Indians, notwithstanding the reckless efforts of individuals in various 
parts of the Territory. The proper vigilance due by the chief magistrate 
to the people shall be observed by me. 

The Apaches and Comanches, at different periods, visited me and en- ` 
couraged the belief that their intentions were pacific, and I did not then, 
nor have I now a doubt as to the faithfulnes of their intentions in obser- 
ving their declarations as expressed at the time. l 

By an arrangement with Col. Munroe, the apaches who claimed to be 
very poor, were to have received some corn at Anton Chico. On the 
morning of the 16th of May last, Col. Munroe, with other officers of the 
U.S. Army, and the undersigned, accompanied by the Rev. Mr Nichol- 
son, the Acting Secretary of the Territory, and others, Tad arranged to 
be present at the delivery of the corn. Three days before we reached An- 
ton Chico, the Apaches had passed that point, and had hurried to the 
plains. A large number oi Comanches hearing of our intended visit to 
Anton Chico, came in and remained two days, but suddenly departed, 
because of an infamous rumor, which obtained circulation, that our party ` 
were approaching to have them and the Apaches massacred on the same > 
day and at the same hour. Runners were immediately sent to overtake 
the Apaches and Comanches, and the latter returned and visited me in 
Santa Fé, and seemed perfectly satisfied, but about twelve o’clock of ihe 
second night they left the rooms in which they were quartered, leaving 
behind their animals, food, arms and other property; one of these Indi- 
ans was brought back to me two days thereafter, and said, it had been 
told to them they were all to be murdered the next morning, by the A- 
mericans. The Comanches in their flight, carried off a number of ani- 
mals, taken from persons between this. place and San Miguel, and many 
of them, if not all, have returned; the property of the comanches has al- 
so been returned, and my agents sent ont to visit the Comanches return- 
ed yesterday, report the Indians are now satisfied that they were deceived 
by wicked men. . eee NS 

No reliable information has reached me of any recent bad conduct on 

the part of the Apaches or Utahs near Taos, or elsewhere, and I feel as- 
sured the U. § military authority, aided by the civil officers of the coun- 
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ty, will keep rebellion, if indeed it exists, which may be doubted, in prop- 
er check in Taos, 

Similar rumors, and evidently for like purposes, were circtilated in June 
of the preceding year, which was not confined to Rio Abajo. It is un- 
derstood there was some concentration and change of stations of U.S, 
troop at that time which may have had its influence in preventing disor- > 
ders. The Pueblo Indians were greatly excited by the circulation of 
falschoods among them; but, finally they became satisfied of the wicked- 
ness of the designs of those who were attempting to bring me into disre- 
pute with them, and have not departed from their accustomed good con- 
duct. 

This is a subject which I trust will receive the marked attention ofthe 

Legislative Assembly of New Mexico.

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sponsible to the Government of the United States for the manner in 
which I have conducted our Indian relations in this Territory; that this 
message, hor the one addressed to the House of Representatives on the 
15th of this month, are to be regarded by me as precedents; I proceed 
to submit a few remarks, and such extracts from my instructions, as are 
called for by your resolation of tae 20th inst., and a few of the reasons 
which induced ms to proclatia that the said “PDacblo Indians are nota 
part and parcel of the poliiical eo: amunity or the people of New Mexico, 
recoznized by the organie low of this Territory.” 

But the question submitted to me is: “Taerefore, His Excellency, the: 
Governor, be requested to communicate to this house, if he deem it not 
injurious to the public interest, all instructions which he may have re- 
š + 


| \ 


Without stopping to interpose the suggestion, that I am alone re- 
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ceived from the President of the United States, or heads of Departments 
at Washington, relative to the subject of Pueblo Indians, and which 
may have induced him to proclaim that the said Pacblo Indians are not 
a part and parcel of the political community of the people of New Mex- 
ico,’ 

The quotation of my proclamation, to which I am requested to reply, 
is incomplete, being shorn of its entirety by omitting the words which 
-qualified or limited the declaration, to-wit: “Recognized by the organic ' 
law of the Territory.” The proclamation alluded to, does not contain 
, the declaration complete, that the Pueblo Indians “are not a part and 
parcel of the political community of New Mexico;” but it is there pub- 
lished “they are not a part and parcel of the political community of the 
people of New Mexico, recognized by the organic law.” 

The broad ground attributed to me in the conclusion of the resolution 
of inquiry, under consideration, is perfectly defensible, in my opinion. 
That a sovercign State may give to Indians residing within her jurisdic- 
tion, political rights, I suppose is not a questionable fact. Perhaps I 
might venture a step further, and assert that a Territorial law, contem- 
plating the same result, if not disapproved by the Congress of the Uni- 
ted States, would be equally effective. 

The conclusion of the Tth section of the organie law shows that Con- 
gress retained the right to render “null and of no effect” laws passed by 
the Legislative Assembly and Governor of this Territory. 

On the 24th of April, 1850, I was authorized to negotiate treaties 
with the Pueblo Indians, by the Department of the Interior, in the fol- 
lowing words, to-wit: “The Pueblo Indians present a curious and inter- 
esting problem, but I am disposed, for the reasons given by you, to think 
that the conrse of policy recommended by you, shall be pursued towards 
them, the best, at least for the present; and if you can negotiate a treaty 
with them, upon the general principles you suggest, you are authorized 
to do so, unless you think it advisable to await the appointment of the 
contemplated commissioners. This would probably be the best course, 
unless you are of the opinion that earlier action is required in consequence 
of the embarrassing questions that ‘are continually arising between the 
Pueblos and the whites, and a constant liability to difficulties of a seri- 
ous character being caused by them.” i 

I entertained the opinion that earlier action was necessary, and nego- 
tiated the treaties-as stated in my message of the 18th inst. 
~ In the letter from which the foregoing extract is copied, the Cammis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs states: 

“Being anxious to obtain all the information in my power on this and 
other subjects connected with our Indian relations in New Mexico, to 
enable me to make a special report to Congress, with specific recommen 
dations as to the measures and general course of policy to be adopted, I 
addressed a letter of inquiry to the Hon. H. NESmith, the Delegate 
elect, asking his views on various points. Mr Smith replied, “With ref- 
erence to the Pueblos, they co not exceed in number 7,000, and might 
be divided into three districts, and an agent appointed for each.” Your 
estimate of their number is larger, over 10,000. In your number 5, you 
state that the Pueblos may for the present be divided into six or seven 
districts, and an agent conveniently located in each, though in your No. . 
4 you suggest that there should be one for each Pueblo for the next year 
or two, which suggestion you repeat in your 37th communication, except 
that you say sub-agents, instead of agents. In your No. 8, you state 
that there are 23 pueblos east of Zuñi, and 7 of Moquis west of that 
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place, making, as I understand it, thirty in all. An agent or sub-agent 
for each would be a very large number, and greatly disproportioned, it 
Seems to me, to the number of Indians, especially as they are in a great 
measure civilized and tractable, and easily influenced and managed, In 
view of Mr Smith’s recommendation, and of your own, in your No. 5, the 
Department is disposed to favor the plan of arranging the Pueblos into 
districts, so far as this is practicable, with full agents for the more im- 
portant, and minor agents for those of lesser importance,” 

From this extract, it would scem the Hon. H. N. Smith and the then . 
Indian Agent, James S. Calhoun, had the satisfaction of knowing their 
views had influence with the Department, and I am thoroughly persua- 
ded their recommendations were not unwise, and that the Department 
acted discreetly in adopting them. 

As early as the 24th of April, 1850, the policy of the Government of 
the United States was proclaimed by the proper authority at Washing- 
ton, as the foregoing extracts clearly show. The organic law of this 
Territory sustains that policy, in its 5th section, in the following terms: 
_ “An apportionment s hall be made, as nearly equal as practicable, of 
the several counties or districts, for the election. of the Council and 
House of Representatives, giving to each section of the Territory repre- 
sentation in the ratio of its population (Indians excepted).” 

Can it for a moment be supposed that the Congress of the U. States 
passed the organic law, and the President who approved it, designed to 
take from citizens of this Territory their right of representation? : 

- It is undeniably truc, he Pueblo Indians are uot allowed by the or- 
ganic law, representation in our Territorial Legislature; and are a people 
known, who are not entitled to representation, to be entitled, as voters, 
to select representatives? I suppose not; and I apprehend this is the 
precise condition of the Pueblo Indians; and if it be such, may I not be 
pardoned for re-asserting “the Pueblo Indians are not a part and parcel 
- aa community of New Nexico, recognized by the Organic

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF NEW MEXICO, 


Exrcurmve DEPARTMENT, 
Santa Fé, July 7, 1851. 


.To the Honorable House of Representatives: 


In view of the early period at which the present session of the Legis- 
lative Assembly must terminate, I trust I may be pardoned for pressing 
upon your consideration suggestions of importance to the proper con- 
ducting of the affairs of the territorial government. 

In the first place, I beg leave to call your attention to the fiscal con- 
dition of the territorial treasury, and the absolute want of funds for 
county purposes. 

` The taxes heretofore collected are now withheld, and collecting-efficers 
are defaulters to an amount that would very materially relieve present _ 
urgent demands if it could be realized, I have already informed you, 
there are no means in the county treasury of Santa Fé to feed the pri- 
soners awaiting trial, and the sheriff of the county has been compelled 
to resort to expedients which involve personal responsibility, in order to 
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furnish food for them. Under these circumstances, what is to be done 
with the prisoners and the dcfaulivre? Unless means are provided to 
subsist the prisoncis, they must be released, and if defaulting officers are 
to go unpunished, it will not be unreasonable to doubt the propriety of 
levying taxes. A f 

There are bandits, as I am informed and believe, in the mountains 
near our roads, who are committing Cepredations upon the persons and 
property of our citizens, and unless means are provided by law to check 
their infamous course of life, and punish them for their offences, they 
will assume a bolder front, and their numicrs and depredations will in- 
crease, Funds should be raiscd and approuriations granted to offer re- 
wards for fugitives from justice, and to pay other incidental expenses, 

I regret to inform the Legislative Assembly that the Comanche and 
Navajo Indians, and perhaps others, continue to roam through our set- 
tlements, and kill and drive off the stock of our citizens who are unable 
to defend themselves. A large body of Comanches ave now in our sou- 
_thern settlements, solzing whatever they may desire. During the past. 
week the Navajos attacked a corrall at a place known as tae Valle, and 
killed one man and earried off more than one hundred animals. Other 
animals were driven off from the neighborhood of Abiquiu. I appre- 
hend we have complained and subinitted to such wrones until we have 
despaircd of a propor application or remedial mcasures. It is a subject 
T conceive which demands of the Lesislativo Assembly, now in session, 
energetic action, previous to its adjournment. . | 

That you will authorize an organization of the militia, and confer upon 
the Executive authority to call them out to protect the persons and pro- 
perty of the people of the Territory, I do not doubt. But we cannot 
forget that we are without the munitions of war, and without the mean 
in our treasury to subsist our militia if called into service. 

We are advised that additional troops of the United States army are 
approaching, if not altogether within our borders, and we have reason 
to believe they are to be actively and, we trust, successfully engaged in 
our protection. Yet may not prucential considerations suggest the pro- 
priety of clothing the executive not only with power to call the militia, 
mounted or otherwise, into service, but to contract for such loans as 
may be necessary to subsist them, under such rules and regulations as 
may be proscribed by law. ae 

I am aware that nothing short ofan absolute necessity to prevent the 
utter ruin of the interests of this Territory, could secure the loans sug- 
gested, notwithstanding the juss claim we should have upon the govern- 
ment of the United States for its reimbursement. Nevertheless I regard 
it as incumbent upon all who are charged with the conduct of public 
affairs, to use their utmost exertions to secure tranquility and promote 
the happiness of the people of the Territory.

FOR THE 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES: OF NEW MEXICO. 


OF THE DUTY OF THE SPEAKER. 


1. He shall take the chair every day precisely at the hour to which 
the House shall have adjourned on the preceding day; shall immediate- 
ly call the members to order; and, on the application of the majority, 
shall cause the journal of the preceding day to be read. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak as to points of 
order in preference to other members, rising from his seat for the pur- 
pose; and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 

tise by any two members, on which appeal no member shall speak 
more than once, unless by leave of the house. | 

3. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. 

4. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to-wit: “As many 
as are of the opinion that (as the case or question may be), say aye,” 
and after the affirmation is expressed, “as many as are of the contrary 
Opinion, say no.” If the Speaker doubts, or a division be called for, the 
house shall divide; those in the affirmative on the question shall first rise 
froma their seats, and afterwards those in the negative. If the Speaker 
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still doubts, or a count be required, the Speaker shall direct the clerk to 
tell the votes, which being reported, he shall rise-and state the decision 
of the house. 

5. The Speaker shall examine and correct the journal before it is 
read; he shall have a general direction of the kall; he shall have the right 


to name any member, iv the sbwnee of the Snesker pro tem., to pertorn 
the duties of the chats, Vit pueh su vsliluiea shall nob extend beyond an 
adjournment. 


6. All committees shall be ap pointed by the Speaker, unless other- 
wise directed by the house, in whieh case they shail be appointed by bal- 
lot; and if upon such ballot, the number required shall not be elected by 
a majority of the votes given, the Flouse sheil proceed to a second bal- 
lot, in which a plurality of voics shall prevail; and in case a greater num- 
ber than is required to compose or complete a committee shall have an 
equal number of votes, the house shall proceed to further ballot or bal- 
lots.. 

T. In all other eases of ballot than for committees, a majority of the 
votes given shall be necessary to an election; and where there shall be 
no such majority on the first ballot, the Ballot shall be repeated until a 
majority shall be obtained. 

. 8. In cases of ballot, or when the ayes and noes shall be taken by 

. the house, the- Speaker shall vote; in other cases he shall not vote unless — 
the house is equally divided, or unless his vote, if given to the minority, 
will make the division equal, and in ease of such equal division, the ques- 
tion shall be lost. 

9. In all cases where other than members of the house may be elli- 
gible to an office by the election of the house, there shall be a previous 
nomination. 

10. Alk acts, ‘addresses, and joint resolutions shall be signed by the 
Speaker; and all writs, warrants and subpeenas issued by order of the 
house, shall be udder his hand, and attested by the clerk. 

11. In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the galleries 
or lobby, or other place in hearing of the Hons the Speaker, or chair- 
man of the committee of the whole house, shall have power to order the 
same to be cleared, or the arrest of the disorderly persons; and in all 
such cases, the offender may be brought before the bar of the house, and 
punished by fine or imprisonment, or “pou ih, at the diseretion of the house; 
and all such senténces shall be executed by the sergeant-at-arms, under 
the direction of the Speaker. 

12. Stenographers wishing to take down the debates, may be admit- 
ted by the Speaker, who shall ¢ assign such places to them on the floor or 
elsewhere, to effect their object, as shall not interfere with the convenien- 
ces of the house. 

13. In case the Speaker fails to appenr at the hour to which the 
house adjourned, the vice in esident shall take the chair and proceed with 
the business of the house . 
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ORDER OF BUSINESS OF THE DAY. 


14, As soon as the journal is read, the Speaker shall call for peti- 
tions; the petitions having been presented and disposed of, reports, first 
from the standing and then from the sclect committees, shall be called 
for and disposed of; resolutions shall then be called for, in the same or-, 
~ der, and disposed of by the same rules which apply to petitions. - | 

15. After petitions and reeports of committees are gone throug 
with, it shall be in order to introduce bills or joint resolutions; after 
which, bills upon theit second acading shall be pronounced in order; and 
when this is concluded, bills or joint resolutions upon their third reading 
shall be taken up for the final action of the house; it shall then be in or- 
der to move that the house do now proceed to dispose of the business 
upon the Speaker’s table; which being decided in the affirmative, the 
bills, messages, and communications upon his table shall be disposed of; 
the Speaker thall then proceed to call the orders of the day, if there be 
any, which being concluded, the Speaker shall announce that the house 
is now ready for the dispatch of business. 

16. All resolutions introduced into the house, which, by the rules, 
are required to lie upon the table for one day, shall be placed among the 
order of the day for the succeeding day after their introduction, and be 
taken up and disposed of in the order in which they were introduced. 

17. Whenever a message shall be sent to this house from the Gov- 
ernor Or Council, whatever business is before the house shall be snspen- 
ded until the said message shall be received, it shall then go upon the 
Speaker’s table, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the house upon it, it be 
decided to dispose of it at once. 
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OF DECORUM AND DEBATE. 


No member shall be responsible in any other place for any discourse 
or vote given in the house. l 

18. The business specified in the preceding rules shall be done at no 
> other part of the day, except by permission of the house. 

19. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the house, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address 
himself to “Mr Speaker,” and shall confine himself to the question under 
debate, and avoid personalities. 

20. Ifany member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules of 
442 house, the Speaker shall, or any member may, call him to order; in 
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which case, the member so called to order shall immediately sit down, 
unless permitted to explain, and tne house shall, if appealed to, decide 
on the case, but without debate; if there be no appeal, the decision of” l 
the chair shall be submitted to. Ifthe decision be in favor of the mem- 
ber called to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, he 
shall not be per mitted to proceed without leave of the house; and if the 
case require it, he shall be liable to the censure of the house, 

21. When two or more members happen to rise at once, the Speaker 
shall name the member who is first to speak. 

22. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
without leave of the house, nor more than once until every member who 
chooses to speak shall have spoken. 

23. Ifthe question pending be lost by adj ournment of the house, and. 
revived on the succeeding day, the member who shail have spoken twice

28. Wher a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by the 
Speaker, or, being in writing, it shall be handed to the chair, and read 
aloud by the clerk before debate: 

29. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if any member or the 
Speaker require it. ; 

30. After a motion is stated by the Speaker, and read by the clerk, 
it shall be deemed to be in possession of the house, but may be with- 
drawn at any time before discussion or amendment. , 

31. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received 
but to adjourn, to lie on the table, for the previous question, to postpone

provided, that a motion to strike out or insert shall be considered indi 
visible.

61. The rules of the house, so far as applicable, shall be observed in 
committee of the whole. 

Upon bills committed to the committee of the whole house, the bill 
shall be first read throughout by the clerk, and then again read and de- 
bated by section, Jeaving the preamble to be last considered; the body 
of the bill shall not be defaced or interlined, but all amendments, noting 
the page and line, shall be duly entered by the clerk on a separate paper, 
if the same be agreed to by the committee, and so reported to the house; 
after report, the bill shall again be subject to be debated and amended 
by sections, before a question to engross it be taken. 

62. Fo standing rule or order of the house shall be reseinded or 
changed without one day’s notice be given of the motion thereof, nor 
shall any rule be suspended, except by the vote of at least two thirds of 
the members present, nor shall the order of business; as established by 
the rules of the house, be postponed or changed, except by a vote of at 
least two thirds of the members present. 

63. The rules for paying witnesses summoned to appear before this 
house, or either of its committees, shall be as follows: for each day a
